does her husband and might have been happier with him; all these and a 
hundred other trivial reasons cause the modern woman to break her mar- 
riage vows as if they were so much pack thread. 

It apparently never enters her head that she hasn't any right to break 
up the home that her husband ts doing his best to support and she is in- 
different to the suffering she may cause him by depriving him of his home 
and robbing him of hig children. 

Many a man who is guiltless of any wrong against his wife has 
these misfortunes befall him, and, tn addition, the courts condemn him 
to a lifelong slavery to support the villainness who has done hha such 
a cruel wrong.
